Ariea question, has renewed interest 
in an international situation that has- 
long been a disturbing political fac- 
tor in South America. 


As the annexation by Germany of 


the provinces of Alsace an3. Lor- 
raine, 
after 
the Franco-Prussian 


war, kept alive international hatreds 
that resulted in the world cataclysm 
in 1914, the war 1879, between 'Chile, 
Peru and Bolivia, and .the taking 
over by Chile of the province of. An- 
tofagasta from Bolivia,-and of Tra- 
rapiica, Tacna* and Arica from Peru, 
left unsettled 
questions that have 


since disturbed the equilibrium of 
the South American continent. 


The immediate cause of the war- 


which placed Chile in possession of 
the richest nitrate fields iu the world 
was the cession of the Bolivian gov- 
ernment to an Anglo-Peruvian com- 
pany, of the right to work the ni- 
trate deposits north of twenty-four 
degrees south, to cohstruct a .wharf 
at Antofagfcsta, and build a railway 
to s^ouie -mines in the interior. Later 
"this 
"firm dispose'd of some' of its 


concessions 
to .the Chilean''Nitrate 


and'Railway Company. When the 
Bolivian government discovered'that 
Chilean "capital and ^udustry were 
developing the desert into a Source 
of wealth, it laid an-export tdunty

upon manufactured nitrate of soda. 
The company refused to pay export 
duties upon the products -of its pro- 
perties, and appealed to Chile for 
protection.
